morial, dating hack to the first ale 
houses and tippling places in exist­ 
ence, it is only recently

habit of treating has become widely 
recognized as a source from

m any of the evils of the liquor tra f­ 
fic flow', and w’ith 
this recognition 
bas come a growing discussion of the 
advisability of 
legislation 
designed 
to suppress the practice. 


By Those who favor the no-treating 
plan it is argued th at much of 
the 
evil would be thereby abated, 
for 
less liquors would be drunk if each 
m an bought his own. and 
as a re­ 
sult there would be less drunkenness 
and disorderly conduct. 
Is 
such a 
regulation valid? 
The precise 
question, 
says 
the 
Docket, a well known legal publica­ 
tion, Is answ ered in the City of T a ­ 
com a vs. Riesel, 124 Pacific R e p o r t ­ 
er, 137, by 
the 
suprem e 
court of 
W ashington. 
T he 
court first holds 
th a t under th e power granted to the 
city to “regulate,” 
which 
implies 
rom e degree of restrain t and prohl 
bition it is valid. In considering the 
question of its reasonableness, 
the 
court points out the reason 
for the 
law, enacted by virtue of the power 
jatven to regulate th at specific busi­ 
ness, and the general power to m ake 
regulations for th e 
preservation of 
public morality, and concludes th at 
th e decision of the city authorities 
on this question is controlling upon 
the courts, unless th e reasonableness 
of th e ordinance is free from doubt. 
But it is argued th a t treatin g Is 
an act of hospitality which has al­ 
ways been exercised by a free peo­ 
ple, and is a right of th e purchaser 
of liquor not to be prohibited. The 
court answ ers this contention:

S. M. Jordan, formerly of the state 
board of agriculture, and now man­ 
ager of the Pettis county bureau ol 
agriculture, was iii the city today, 
says Friday’s Columbia Times. 
Mr. Jordans work is peculiar iu 
that it is generally considered epoch 
making by agricultural experts wiio 
are carefully watching the results he 
is obtaining. 
All of Pettis county is organized 
into an agricultural bureau. 
There 
is a governing council of forty and 
sub-committees of three. 
These com­ 
mittees discuss good roads, finances, 
dairies, crops, seed rotation and many 
other things which are of interest tc 
farmers in Pettis county. 
“Really,” said Mr. Jordan, as he j 
smiled good naturedly, “we discuss so 
many things about the farmer that 
we should have a committee on hard 
luck.” 
Mr. Jordan’s work is varied. 
Four 
days iii every week he is on a per­ 
sonal inspection of the farms in Pet 
I tis county. 
He looks into the individ- 
ual problems of each farmer, aud 


1 gtves that problem individual atten­ 
tion. 
The immense value of this sort 
of work can hardly be overestimated. 
Meetings are held on farms and in 
district schoo. houses in the rural 
districts. 
From 550 to 600 people 
have attended these meetings. 
At the last one. thirteen papers, in­ 
cluding St. Louis and Kansas City, 
sent men to cover the story.

days in the week Mr. Jordan spends 
iii his office at Sedalia, where he pre 
pares bulletins and looks after the 
routine business. 
He also lectures 
every Monday to the High scnool stu­ 
dents and whenever opportunity of­ 
fers to the ward schools.
